The Commission again considered the 
petition of the residents in the 200 block of 
South Chestnut Street for a one-hour park- 
ing limit and after some discussion, it was 
moved and supported that this petition lay 
on the table until the February meeting 
of the Commission. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer recommended that 
“Stop’’ signs be erected on streets inter- 
secting Hazel Street from Cedar Street to 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 


It was moved and supported that the 
recommendation of the Traffic Engineer be 
concurred in and that the City Council be 
asked to change the Traffic Ordinance to 
provide for this regulation. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer recommended that 
parking be prohibited on the north side of 


Saginaw Street from Larch Street east to 
the Pere Marquette and Michigan Ceniral 
Railroad tracks. 


It was moved and supported that the 
recommendation of the Traffic Engineer be 
concurred in and further, that the Council 
be asked to include this section of Saginaw 
Street on the 1947 street widening program 
to relieve the congestion at this location. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
write a letter to the Lansing Laundry and 
the American Laundry asking them for 
any suggestions or plans which they might 
have to relieve congestion in the 100 block 
of East Washtenaw Street caused by their 
trucks parked at right angles to the curb. 


The Traffic Engineer was authorized to 
provide a loading zone in the 100 block of 
South Grand Avenue on the west side of 
the street to permit trucks to load and 
unload while parked parallel to the curb 
rather than at right angle. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
investigate the crossing of the Belt Line 
Railroad, on West Willow Street, to deter- 
mine if adequate lights and signs are in 
place to warn motorists of the existence of 
this railroad crossing. 


The Commission considered the report of 
the Parking Study Committee and recom- 
mended that the City Council be asked to 
adopt and proceed as rapidly as possible 
to effectuate PLAN NUMBER 838 of the 
Off-Street Parking Study for the City of 
Lansing. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:30 P. M.

It was moved and supported that the 
City Council be asked to change the Traf- 
fic Ordinance to provide for one-hour park- 
ing restriction on both sides of the 1100 
block of Center Street.

A request was received from Mrs. Edna 
B. McConnell for “No Parking’’ signs in 
front of 482 South Grand Avenue between 
4:00 P.M. and 6:00 P.M. 


It was moved and supported that the 
-request be denied and that a letter be 
sent to Mrs. McConnell informing her 
of the reason for the denial. 


Carried. 


A petition was received requesting that 
parking be prohibited between 8:00 A.M. 


and 6:00 P.M. on both sides of Cleo Street 
in the 1200 block. 


It was moved and supported that park- 
ing be restricted on the west side of the 
1200 block of Cleo Street between the 
hours of 8:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from the City 
Planning Commission enclosing a copy of 
a proposed amendment to the City Zoning 
Ordinance asking that the Traffic Com- 
mission give careful consideration to this 
amendment and if found worthy, that that 
body recommend to the Council that it be 
passed. 


It was moved and supported that the 
proposed Ordinance be referred to Mr. 
Parr, Mr. Beck and Mr. Anger for further 
study with a report submitted back to the 
Commission at their next meeting. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
advisability of prohibiting parking on the 
north side of South Street, from Platt 
Street to Cedar Street. 


It was moved and supported that the 
City Council be asked to amend the Traffic 
Ordinance prohibiting parking on the north 
side of South Street, from Platt Street to 
Cedar Street. 


Carried. 


Letters were received from the State 
Highway Department advising that data 
had not been sufficiently compiled to per- 


-mit a report by them on requests for traffic 


signals at the following: locations: US-16 
(Grand River Avenue) and High Street; 
US-16 (Grand River Avenue) and Case 
Street; US-16 (Grand River Avenue) and 
Turner Street; and M-43 (Saginaw Street) 
and Cedar Street. 


A letter was received from the American 
Laundry advising the progress that had

Salmon, Chairman of the Traffic Commit- 
tee, of the Lansing Safety Council, stat- 
ing that his Committee had approved the 
report of the City Traffic Engineer on the 
advisability of adopting far-side bus stops 
and that they recommend that the Traffic 
Commission concur in this report and 
recommend its adoption to the City Council. 


It was moved and supported that the 
report be accepted and referred to the City 
Council for adoption. 


Carried. 


The matter of one-way street movement 


FEBRUARY 24, 1947 


on Capitol and Grand Avenues was dis- 
cussed at some length and on the motion 
of Commissioner Hardy the Traffic En- 
gineer was asked to obtain figures on the 
amount of traffic flowing on these two 
streets for a period of one week and report 
his findings back to the Commission. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a pro- 
posed budget for the fiscal year 1947-1948 
in the amount of $38,181.00. 


After deliberation on various items in 
the budget, it was moved and supported 
that the amount of $7,400 tentatively set 
up for new traffic lights, be increased to 
$12,000 and that the total amount of the 
proposed budget be set at $42,781.00. 


Carried.

A letter was received from the Michigan 
State Highway Department stating that 
they had analyzed the traffic survey made 
at the intersection of Grand River Avenue 
and Case Street and based on their study 
they found that the intersectional volume 
at this intersection entering from Case 
Street were not sufficiently high to war- 
rant a traffic signal. It was therefore 
moved and supported that a report be sent 
to the City Council recommending that 
the request for the installation of a traffic 
signal at this intersection be denied. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from the Michigan 
State Highway Department advising that 
they had analyzed the traffic study taken at 
the intersection of Saginaw and Cedar 
Streets and their findings revealed that a 
traffic signal was justified at this inter- 
section in order to regulate and expedite 
the flow of traffic through this intersection. 


It was moved and supported, therefore, 
that a recommendation be sent to the City 
Council that a traffic signal be installed at 
this intersection and charged to the 1947- 
1948 budget. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from the Michigan 
State Highway Department stating that 
they had made a study of the traffic survey 
at the intersection of Grand River Avenue 


and High Street and the results indicated 
that a traffic signal was justified at this 
location. 


It was moved and supported, therefore, 
that a recommendation be sent to the City 
Council that this traffic signal be installed 
at this intersection and charged to the 
1947-1948 budget. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from the Michigan 
State Highway Department stating that 
they had made a study of the traffic study 
taken at Grand River Avenue and Turner 
Street and the results of this study indi- 
cated that a traffic signal was justified and 
warranted at this location. 


It was moved and supported by Ald. 
Graham that the Traffic Engineer confer 
again with the Highway Department rela- 
tive to their opinion of the advisability of 
rerouting traffic on US-16 as indicated in 
our Letter to the Highway Department of 
October 21, 1946. é 

It was further moved and supported that 
no recommendation be sent to the City 
Council recommending this traffic signal 
until some disposition had been made to 
the proposed rerouting of US-16 traffic. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the resolution 
of Ald. W. R. C. Smith that Pine Street 
be made a through street from Olds Ave- 
nue to Grand River Avenue and that 
traffic lights be installed to regulate cross 
traffic at Shiawassee and Ottawa Streets. 


Upon the recommendation of the Traffic 
Engineer, it was moved and supported that 
a recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that traffic signals be erected on Pine 
Street at the intersections of Allegan, Ot- 
tawa and Shiawassee Streets to provide for 
a progressive flow of traffic across town. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the request 
of Ald. Fink that the traffic signal now 
located at Saginaw and Magnolia Streets 
be moved to Saginaw and Foster Streets to 
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provide protection for school children cross- 
ing Saginaw Street. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
confer with the State Highway Department 
for permission to make this change. 


The Commission considered the resolution 
of Ald. Eddy that parking be prohibited 
on certain portions of Blair Street, Pettis 
Street, Logan Street and Mount Hope Ave- 
nue. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that parking be prohibited on the south 
side of the 1100 block of Mount Hope 
Avenue and the east side of Logan Street 
from Mount Hope Avenue to Goodrich 
Street. 


The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
investigate parking conditions on Blair 
and Pettis Streets and report at the next 
meeting of the Commission. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the request 
of Ald. Coller that one-hour parking signs 
be erected on the west side of the 100 block 
of North Butler Blvd. 


The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
check parking in this block and report 
back at the next meeting of the Commis- 
sion. 


The Commission considered a resolution 
of Ald. Coller as well as several other com- 
munications having reference to the lift- 
ing of the 2:00 A.M. to 5:00 A.M. parking 
restriction. 


It was moved and supported that the 
entire matter be laid on the table. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a report 
on complaints received from residents in 
the vicinity of the Liquor Control Com- 
mission offices and on the basis of this 
report it was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil to amend the Traffic Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the following parking regulations: 
One-hour parking in the 800 block of 
Bement Street; one-hour parking in the 
800 and 900 blocks of Larned Street; one- 
hour parking in the 800 and 900 block of 
St. Joseph Street; and one-hour parking on 
Pennsylvania Avenue from Bement Street 
to St. Joseph Street. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
complaints received from Residents on 
Cleo Street just south of Willow Street and 
as a result of this report, it was moved

and supported that a recommendation be 
sent to the City Council recommending that 
parking be prohibited between the hours 
of 8:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M. on the east 
side of Cleo Street in the 1200 block. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
complaints received regarding parking on 
Willow Street in the vicinity of the Lund- 
berg Screw Products Company and based 
on this report, it was moved and supported 
that a recommendation be sent to the City 
Council to prohibit parking on the north 
side of Willow Street from Sunset Avenue 
east to: the Belt Line Railroad tracks. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a report 
on the congestion being caused at the 
intersection of Cedar and Kalamazoo 
Streets by eastbound Kalamazoo Street 
traffic making left turns north on Cedar 
Street. 


It was pointed out that the volume of 
left turns was very small but of sufficient 
quantity to tie up through traffic. 


The Commission instructed the Traffic 
Engineer to erect a “No Left Turn” sign 
at this intersection to alleviate the con- 
gestion now occurring. 


The Traffic Engineer again reported on 
the condition existing on Kalamazoo Street 
just east of Hosmer Street due to the 
angle parking in this area. 


The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
consult with the City Engineer relative to 
the cost of widening Kalamazoo Street 
from Hosmer Street east to Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
practice being followed by some gasoline 
stations of parking vehicles in the area 
between the curb and the sidewalk primar- 
ily intended for driveway purposes. 


The Commission suggested that the Traf- 
fic Engineer write a letter to the owners 
of all the filling stations at which this 
practice was being carried on instructing 
them that if it was not eliminated, the 
City Council would be asked to replace 
the curb thereby restricting the amount 
of the driveway opening to be allowed. 


It was moved and supported that the 
City Comptroller be asked to remove the 
amount of one thousand dollars ($1000 set 
up in the proposed 1947-1948 budget under 
Account 2C and that the purchase be made 
out of funds of the current year’s budget. 


Carried.

The Commission considered the resolution 
ef Alderman Coller that Ottawa Street be 
made a through street from the west City 
limits to Washington Avenue. 


After considerable discussion, it was 
moved and supported that the Commission 
recommend to the City Council that ‘‘Stop’”’ 
signs be erected on Butler Blvd. at both 
approaches to Ottawa Street and that the 
Traffic Ordinance be amended accordingly. 


Carried. 


The Commission discussed the advis- 
ability of declaring Willow street a through 
street from the west City limits to Grand 
River Avenue and it was recommended that 
no action be taken at this time pending 
a report from Lieut. Warner. 


The matter of parking on Chestnut 
Street between Ottawa Street and Wash- 
tenaw Street was discussed at some length 
and it was suggested that a letter be 
written to Mr. Neil Verburg, Superirten- 
dent of the Capitol, suggesting that state 
employees be advised to park on the prop- 
erty which the state has acquired for build- 
ing purposes and which is suitable, at. the 
present time, for off-street parking. 


The Traffic Engineer was directed to 
write such a letter and report at the next 
meeting ef the Commission on what action 
had been taken. 


The Traffic Engineer suggested to the 
Commission the desirability of developing 
the small piece of land between the City 
Hall Annex and the Y.M.C.A. buildings as 
a parking lot for automobiles driven by 
City employees and that a drive be cut 
through from Michigan Avenue with a 
one-way traffic installed at the rear of the 


City Hall Annex by having all cars leave 
on the Capitol Avenue side. 


It was moved and supported that the 


City Council be advised that such a plan 
met with the approval of the Traffic Com- 
mission and that the Council consider it 
favorably from a_ safety and convenient 
standpoint. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered a communi- 
cation from Mr. Charles Ecker relative to 
the proposal to construct elevated high- 
ways on Kalamazoo and Saginaw Streets. 


The Commission, chairman appointed a 
Committee consisting of Mr. Ecker, Mr. 
Parr and Mr: Anger to meet with the 
Street Committee of the City Council to 
discuss this proposal. 


A letter was received from the State 
Highway Department relative to the pro- 
posed re-routing of US-16 traffic in the 
City of Lansing. 


The Traffic Engineer was directed to ac- 
knowledge the letter and arrange for a 
conference with Highway officials on the 
re-routing project. 


A letter was received from Mr. F. A. 
Smith of the Michigan Chain Stores Bur- 
eau asking that the “No Parking” restric- 
tions be lifted on either side of Teel Ave- 
nue, south of Mt. Hope Avenue, to provide 
additional parking for customers of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Tea Confpany. 


The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
acknowledge receipt of the letter and was 
further directed to investigate the parking 
conditions in company with Lieut. Warner. 


The Commission considered the letter re- 
ceived from the Capitol Erection & Weld- 
ing Co., Inc., requesting some type of 
parking restrictions in front of their build- 
ing at 417 North Cedar Street. 


The Traffic Engineer was directed to 
investigate the request and report his find- 
ings at the next meeting of the Commis- 
sion.

The Traffic Engineer advised that he had 
written a letter to the Superintendent of 
the Capitol relative to the extensive park- 
ing on Chestnut Street between Ottawa 
Street and Washtenaw Street and that no 
reply had been received on our recom- 
mendations. 


The Commission directed that a letter be 
sent to the Secretary of the State Adminis- 
trative Board suggesting that State owned 
property be prepared for off-street parking 
lots for State employees to relieve the 
congestion on Chestnut Street. 


The Commission considered the request 
from the International Business Machines 
Corporation for a loading zone in front of 
their office at 118 West Ottawa Street. 


In accordance with the Traffic Commis- 
sion policy, the request was denied and 
the Traffic Engineer authorized to advise 
the company accordingly. 


The Commission considered a request re- 
ceived from the Liquor Control Commission 
asking that parking be prohibited on the 
east side of Hosmer Street from the rail- 
road tracks to Larned Street. 


On the recommendation of Lieut. Warner 
the Commission recommended that no ac- 
tion be taken on the request. 


The Commission considered a letter re- 
ceived from the Michigan State Highway 
Department advising that the cost of in- 
stalling the traffic signal equipment at the 
intersection of Cedar Street and Saginaw 
Street would cost $828.00 and the modern- 
izing equipment at the intersection of Sagi- 
naw Street and Larch Street would cost 
an additional $479.00 or a total of $1307.00. 
The State’s share of this expenditure would 
be $446.50. 


It was moved and supported that a re- 
commendation be sent to the City Council 
that the cost participation be approved by 
the Council. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered a letter re- 
ceived from the Michigan State Highway 
Department advising that the cost of in- 
stalling the traffic control equipment at 
the intersection of Grand River Avenue and 
High Street would cost $766.00 while the 
cost of modernizing the equipment at Grand 
River Avenue and Pennsylvania Avenue 
would cost $777.00 making a total of 
$1543.00. Of this amount the State would 
participate to the extent of $450.50 as their 
share of the cost. 


It was moved and supported that a re- 
commendation be sent to the City Council 
asking that this cost participation be ap- 
proved by the City Council. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the 
accident experiences on Townsend Street 
between Kalamazoo Street and Olds Ave- 
nue. 


The Commission was of the opinion, after 
presentation of the facts on this street, 
that in the interest of public safety and 
welfare, it was desirable to make Town- 
send Street a through street from Kala- 
mazoo Street, to and including Olds Ave- 
nue. 
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It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil to this effect. 


Carried. 


A report was submitted by Lieut. Warner 
on the number of accidents occurring at 
unprotected intersections on West Ottawa 
Street. 


After careful study of the facts present- 
ed, it was moved and supported that the 
Commission recommend to the City Coun- 
cil that Ottawa Street be made a through 
Street from Capitol Avenue to Verlinden 
Avenue except that no change be made in 
the present traffic control at Ottawa Street 
and Logan Street. 


Carried. 


Lieut. Warner gave a report on the num- 
ber of traffic accidents occurring on West 
Willow Street. 


After consideration of the facts, the Com- 
mission was of the opinion that no action 
should be taken at the present time to

make Willow Street a “Stop” street be 
tween Grand River Avenue and the West 
Ctiy Limits. 


Carried. 


Lieut. Warner submitted a report on the 
results obtained from turning movements 
restrictions which have been in effect in 
the central business area during the periods 
of traffic congestion. 


The Commission was of the opinion that 
without these turning movement restric- 
tions traffic would be more congested than 
is the case at the present time and it was 
moved and supported that the Traffic En- 
gineer write a letter to the City Attorney 
asking him to rule on the authority by 
which these “No Turn” signs are erected. 
If an amendment is necessary to the Traffic 
Ordinance to providé for the placing of 
these “No Turn’ signs, then such an 
amendment should be written up by the 
City Attorney for submission to the City 
Council.

The Commission considered the request 
of the Duo-Therm Division of the Motor 


Wheel Corporation for the erection of a 
traffic signal at the South Washington 
Avenue entrance to their factory. It was 
moved and supported that permission be 
given to the Motor Wheel Corporation to 
erect such a signal at their own expense 
but that the installation, type of signal 
and control and operating schedule be 
determined by the Traffic Engineer. 


It was moved and supported that the 
traffic signal system in the downtown Busi- 
ness area be extended to provide for traffic 
signals at the intersections of Capitol Ave- 
nue and Ionia Street, and at Grand Ave- 
nue and Washtenaw Street and that a 
letter be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending these installations with payment 
to be made out of this year’s budget of the 
Traffic Commission. 


Carried. 


It was moved and supported that Capitol 
Avenue be extended as a “Stop” Street 
from Saginaw Street to Grand River Ave- 
nue and that the City Council be asked 
to amend the traffic ordinance accordingly. 


Carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 2:00 P.M.

Commissioner Parr was officially excused 
from the meeting. 


The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved as printed. 


The Traffic Engineer informed the Traffic 
Commission that requests had been received 
from the merchants in the 400 block of 
North Washington Avenue that parking 
meters be installed in that block. 


The Commission was also informed that 
the Chief of Police was of the opinion that 
parking meters would provide a_ better 
means of controlling overtime parkers in 
that block since his office had received 
many requests to check cars in that block 
because of the overtime parkers. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Traffic Commission recommend to the City 
Council that they approve the installation 
of parking meters in this block and that 
the necessary financial arrangements be 
made for the purchase of 50 additional 
meters which will be required for this in- 
stallation. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported that a new 
super market was being constructed at the 
northeast corner of Cedar Street and Riley 
Street which, when completed, will draw 
a considerable number of vehicles into that 
area. While some provisions have been 
made for parking on the property, it was 


pointed out that the overflow would have to 
use one side of Cedar Street and possibly 
both sides of Riley Street. Since Riley 
Street is a very narrow street cars parked 
at this point would create a traffic hazard 
and it was therefore moved and supported 
that a recommendation be sent to the City 
Council requesting that parking be elimin- 
ated on the north side of Riley Street, one 
block east and west of Cedar Street. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Commission considered a peti- 
tion signed by 36 residents asking that ‘No 
Parking” signs be erected on both sides of 
North Foster Avenue between 8:00 A.M. 
and 4:00 P.M. of school days. The Traffic 
Engineer pointed out that he had inveati- 
gated this petition and that most of the 
parking in this area was caused by cars 
belonging to teachers of the Foster Avenue 
School. The Commission was also informed 
that arrangements had been made through 
the Board of Education whereby a portion 
of the Foster Avenue School property would 
be opened for the parking of teachers’ 
ears, thereby eliminating their presence 
on the street. With this explanation in 
mind, it was moved and supported that 
the request of the petitioners be denied 
and a communication covering this recom- 
mendation be sent to the City Council. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered a _ petition 
containing 225 signatures asking that a 
traffic light be installed at the intersection 
of Foster Avenue and Saginaw Street. 


It was pointed out that due to the widen- 
ing of the pavement and the speed of traf- 
fic on Saginaw Street it presented a rather 
hazardous problem for children crossing 
the street to get to the Foster Avenue 
School. The Commission was of the opin- 
ion that some protection was necessary and 
it was moved and supported that a com- 
munication be sent to the City Council 
recommending the installation of a traffic 
signal at Saginaw Street and Foster Ave- 
nue to operate during the schoo] hours only 
and that a letter be also sent to the State 
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Highway Department asking for their ap- 
proval of this installation. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the request of 
J. J. Haffey of 400 North Capitol Avenue 
for a loading zone in front of his place of 
business. 


It was moved and supported that this 


matter lay on the table pending further 
investigation. 


Carried. 


-The Commission considered a petition 
with 49 signatures requesting the installa- 
tion of a traffic signal at the intersection 
of Pine Street and Willow Street. It was 
moved and supported that the Traffic En- 
gineer make a thorough study of ‘the traf- 
fic conditions on Willow Street, from Cap- 
itol Avenue west to the City Limits and 
that until such a survey was completed, it 
was the recommendation of the Commission 
that no signal be installed at the intersec- 
tion of Pine Street and Willow Street. 


‘Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer reported that he 
had -received numerous requests that the 
traffic signal at Saginaw Street and Jenison 
Avenue be placed on “Stop and Go” opera- 
tion on Sundays, between the asia of 6:00 
A.M. and 10:00 P.M. 


The Commission authorized the Traffic 
Engineer to make the necessary changes 
so that the signal would aperata during 
these hours on uniays 


The Commission considered the request 
of W. R. Craig that parking be permitted 
in front of his place of business at 1513 
South Washington Avenue. This area, at 
the present time, is restricted to all park- 
ing and it was the unanimous opinion of

The Traffic Engineer informed the Com- 
mission of a condition existing at the 
Northeast corner of Logan Street and Olds 
Avenue where the curb has been cut on 
both streets for a business that was form- 
erly used as a gasoline filling station.

siderably to the already existing conges- 
tion on this street and it was therefore 
moved and supported that a recommenda- 
tion ‘be sent to the City Council requesting 
that no bus stop be permitted at Kalamazoo 
Street and Washington Avenue but a bus 
stop be designated on Capitol Avenue at 
the northeat corner of Capitol Avenue and 
Kalamazoo Street. eae

Commissioners Beck and Parr were ex- 
cused from the meeting. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Alderman Dell appeared before the Com- 
mission to speak in behalf of his resolution 
for a traffic signal at the intersection of 
Saginaw and Marshall Streets. The Traffic 
Commission was of the opinion that suffi- 
cient data was not available at this time 
to determine whether a signal was neces- 
sary at this location. The Commission 
advised Alderman Dell that when thd 
construction work on Saginaw Street was 
completed a study would be made of the 
intersection to determine the traffic volume 
on both streets as well as the pedestrian 
volume crossing at this location and that 
on the basis of this study the Commission 
could determine whether or not a signal 
was needed. 


Mr. W. R. Craig appeared before the 
Commission to request that a 30 minute 
zone be established in front of his store 
at 1513 South Washington Avenue to pro- 
vide a parking space for his customers. 
The Commission advised Mr. Craig that 
they were of the opinion that if such a 
zone were established on a street where 
“No Parking” was now in effect, it would 
soon cause requests to originate in other 
sections of the City for similar customer 
parking zones in restricted areas. The 
Commission advised Mr. Craig that they 
would again check on his request but be- 
lieved that there would be no change in 
the previous action at which time the re- 
quest was denied. 


The Commission considered the request 
of the Acme Glass Company for a 15 
minute parking zone in front of their 
place of business at 412 N. Grand Avenue. 
It was moved and supported that the re- 
quest be denied and that the one-hour 
parking limitation in this block be more 
strictly enforced which would eliminate the 
number of long time parkers using the 
street in this locality.

The Commission discussed the matter of 
reprinting the Traffic Ordinance book and 
including a revised map and street guide 
of the City. It was moved and supported 
that the City should not provide street 
maps and street directories since such in- 
formation is made available through other 
sources. The Traffic Engineer was author- 
ized to proceed with the printing of the 
Traffic Ordinance book without any change 
in the map and street guide.

The Traffic Engineer requested that the 
Commission take some action in increasing 
certain types of parking fines in order to 
obtain better observance of traffic regula- 
tions.

nue. It was moved and supported that 
the Traffic Engineer place an order with 
the Dual Parking Meter Company for 
50 penny-nickel parking meters at: $73.50 
per meter.
